In order to get uniform habit of growth and color of foliage, we have select- 
ed some outstanding types of various forms and have reproduced by grafting. 
See following varieties for further description. 


SCOPULORUM DECUMBENS ARGENTATUS (Grafted) 20-30 ft. 


The remarkable characteristics of this tree will not display their beauty un- 
til it has attained a growth of six feet or more, displaying more beauty each 
year. It has shining silver-green foliage. Each year the new branches, while 
soft, grow downward and as the season goes on the branches stiffen and turn 
directly upward. As the tree develops it becomes a mass of well clothed hori- 
zontal branches with their tips perpendicular with the leader.

The Welchi is the most satisfactory columnar type Scopulorum on the mar- 
ket today. Foliage is a light, evenly mixed greenish-silver. Leaves sharp but 
lay very close to the stem. Branches are very full and tufted at the base, 
tapering out to a prominent point, yet they are sharply curved upward form- 
ing a fine, outstanding columnar tree. Grows about one foot a year. Retains 
its shape without shearing.
